FRENCH PltOPAWANOINTS ACTIVE 


It has been reported for some time past that a group of 
French intercuts, allied with certain importing i ob nests in this 
country, have been propagandizing against, the Republican tariff 
hill now pending in Congress. These interests, as ifs well known, 
are endeavoring to kill the bill. 
The French, however, are not alone in this. The Italian, Dor­ 
man, British. Japanese and other exporting countries have hooked 
up with American import! rs with the same idea in mind. 
But the 
American exporters are compelled to pay high tariff rates to get 
into the French marke t. 
The rates in their schedules are based 
on the French aet (if 1910 revised to December, 1921, and duly 
computed at par in American money are unusually high even for a 
protective tariff. 
Ii; is of course difficult lo make a comparison of the French 
tariff rates with our own, but it is quite apparent tdrait the French 
nation is not 'overcome with the fraternal spirit of trade advo­ 
cated by our own im porters to a point which will do damage to 
F ri ll cli produt tion. 
In view of these facts it would seem that the French propa­ 
gandists against the American tariff bill are not coming into our 
court with clean hands, assuming that they and their importing 
allies are correct in their assertion th a t a nation which seeks to 
protect its own industries is engaged in dirty work. 
The best 
thing the propagandists can do is to go home and attend to their 
own affairs and let us handle importers in a just fashion.
